Antioch will have a neiv modern: 
telephone system in operation by the 
middle of next October, according to 
George L. Wilburn, manager of the 
Illinois Bell telephone company. The 
new building now being constructed on 
the west side of Victoria st. south of 
Lake, by H. C. and Lora A. Hughes 
will be occupied by the telephone com- 
pany early in that month and the new- 
equipment instalcd. The switchboard, 
terminal equjpmcnt, operators' quar- 
ters and the company's business ibfiice- 
wilf all be in (he new home. • 

When the new equipment goes into 
service all telephones in Antioch will 
be changed from the present "mag- 
neto" to the "common battery" type- 
of operation in which the user signals 
the operator by merely lifting the tele-- 
phone receiver instead of by cranking 
as at present. New instruments will 
replace the. "magneto" type telephones 
and the familiar battery boxes will 
disappear since the electric current for 
operating the new system will be sup- 
plied by a single large battery in the, 
central office. 

The^ new equipment will be of the 
most improved manual type designed 
for a comnmnity of this size. The 
Switchboard, as planned by the Iflinois 
Bell Engineers, will consist initially of 
six sections but will be so constructed 
that as the demand for telephones in- 
creases; additional sections may be 
installed. To connect Antioch with 
neighboring points, the plans provide 
for ample trunk lines which may be 
added as required. 

To provide Antioch's new service 
the Telephone Company will spend 
approximately $31,000.

Employees Return to Work, 

Convinced of Logic of 

Cut in Pay 

Chicago Hardware foundry employ- 
ees are back at work tliis week almost 
one hundred per cent and the settle- 
ment of the strike under existing terms- 
constitutes a victory for the foundry. 

The meeting of the conciliators held!

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The CIO at North Chicago 

The strike that has tied up the North Chicago Hard- 
ware Foundry seems to be at an end and probably no- 
body is as glad as the strikers — or rather the workers, 
for many of them were not strikers. 

Those who did take part in the strike, or a number 
of them, were worked into it by high pressure men of 
the CIO and professional "strikers" brought along by 
them to keep the picket Une reinforced. Otherwise the 
employees and their employers no doubt would have 
settled the wage dispute long ago and the families of 
the employees would have been spared much privation. 

Nobqdy gained anything through the long-drawn 
out strike except the CIO, fast becoming famous as a 
trouble-making, profiteering outfit, contributing much to 
communism and little to the elevation of labor. 

No fair-minded individual is going to dispute labor's 
right to collective bargaining and we all like to see our 
neighbors getting fair wages and living the way Ameri- 
cans should live, with the comforts and conveniences that 
Americans are accustomed to having, but there is no 
gainsaying that hard times react on the employer as well 
as on the employee and business has not been so good 
during the past few month that it justifies increased 
w^agcs, maylae in some cases it even justifies a cut. 

For many years labor has known the right to col- 
lective bargaining... Under the leadership of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor the laborer has seen a good deal 
of prosperity, good Uving" conditions and well-conditioned 
homes. Only since John L. Lewis rose to power has labor 
become the breeding place of unrestrained violence and 
indifference to law. And many things that have oc- 
curred during the Lewis regime point to the conclusion 
that the CIO is operated principally for that gentleman's 
gain and personal aggrandizement 

In William Green labor had — and has — a good leader, 
balanced, intelligent, fairly loyal to his following and sin- 
cere in his Americanism. The followers of CIO would 
do well to return to his fold.

Merit System Is on Waiting List 

There is no need to grow optimistic over hopes that 
the merit system will— all of a sudden, replace political 
spoils— which have always had the best of the merit 
plans in Government employment It may be that some 
forward steps will be made towards Government reor- 
ganization, but that will not come in a hurry. When

English Sentiment Against 

"Peace at Any Price" 

The New York Herald-Tribune's London correspon- 
dent recently observed that if the Franco-Hitler-Mussolini 
combination continues to sink British merchantmen carry- 
ing supplies to Loyalist Spain, it may eventually "sink the 
Chamberlain government to boot" 

Sentiment in England against the Prime Minister's 
"peace at any price policy" is growing. A short time ago 
the Government suffered a major loss when Viscount 
Cecil of Chelwood. president of the League of Nations 
Union, and a winner of the Nobel Peace Prize, rose In the 
House of Lords, declared that Chamberlain's policy was 
"inconsistent with British honor," and resigned his posi- 
tion as Conservative Party whip. That is about as 
startling as if Majority Leader Barkley should rise in the 
Senate and declare himself opposed to the New Deal. 

In the commons, Chamberlain easily defeated a Labor 
Party motion of censure. But ten members of the Con- 
servative wing, led by brilliant erratic Winston Church- 
ill, refused to vote, and one Conservative M. P. voted 
for the motion. Chamberlain's recent speeches have tend- 
ed to be worried and apologetic — something that is next 
to unknown in the case of a Prime Minister with a top- 
heavy Commons majority. 

The Spanish Loyalists arc lasting much better than 
it was believed they could, and there *is a rumor that 
Hitler and Mussolini are planning to give Franco enough 
troops and supplies to enable him to win a fast and de- 
cisive victory. If that happened, the fight against Cham- 
berlain would undoubtedly reach a fever pitch. 

Politics on the Air 

Political broadcasting will soon become a good 
deal of a public nuisance. In a few weeks you will likely 
find, when you go to a friend's house for a quiet eve- 
ning, that he will tune in on a radio station and make 
you listen to somebody that he wants to hear — the same 
"somebody" that you don't want to hear. 

Under the new rules of the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission there is a provision prohibiting sta- 
tions from exercising censorship of any speech broadcast 
by a duly qualified candidate. This opens the way to 
more mud-slinging than has been permitted on the radio 
in the past 

While political candidates will all have to pay the 
radio fiddler the facilities will be open as at present to 
free programs. And those are frequently the worst of alL

Proves Worth of Methods -and 
\ Sets Precedent for Use of 
Such Evidence. 



i Evanston, 111.— rHow modern sci- 
entific methods of criminal investi- 
gation led to the solution of a mine 
bombing case and set a legal prece- 
dent for the admissibility of such 
evidence in a court of law is told 
by Prof. Charles M. Wilson of North- 
western university's scientific crime 
detection laboratory in the current 
issue of the Journal of Criminal 
Law. 

In 1935 a bitter feud behveen two 
rival coal mine unions had created 
a situation bordering upon civil 
" war in the southern Illinois coal 
fields. A series of bombings, mur- 
ders and wholesale intimidations 
culminated in the bombing of the 
power house of the Valier Coal mine 
at Valier. 111. 

The law enforcing ofilcials called 
upon the scientific crime detection 
laboratory of Northwestern univer- 
sity to investigate the bombing. 

AH of the resources of the labora- 
tory were utilized in the investiga- 
tion. From the shattering eflect 
of the explosion, Dr. C. W, Muehl- 
berger, expert on bombings and 
explosions, was able to establish the 
fact that a "high" explosive had 
been used and that therefore the 
damage could not have resulted 
from coal dust or gases. 

Alarm Clock Gives Clue. 

In examining the scene of the ex- 
plosion, the university's investiga- 
tors found the battered remains of 
an alarm clock, together with six 
dry cells and several brass gears. 
Attached to the alarm clock were 
two types of wire, pieces of adhe- 
sive tape and a length of linen twine 
which had been used in the con- 
struction of the timing device. 

M. E. O'Neill, the laboratory 
chemist, compared a piece of Hnon 
cord attached to the alarm clock 
which set ofi the bomb with cord 
found in the workshop of two sus- 
pects and found them to be similar 
in color, number of strands, direc- 
tion and twist. 

The suspects were subjected to an 
examination by means of the poly- 
graph or "lie-detector" by Pro'f. 
Leonardo Kceler. director of the 
laboratory. His wife, Mrs. Katherine 
Keeler» expert examiner of ques- 
tioned documents, assisted the in- 
vestigation by establishing the sim- 
ilarity of a piece of adhesive tape 
removed from the alarm clock with 
a piece found in possession of the 
suspects. 

The "clinching" evidence was ob- 
tained by Professor Wilson who es- 
tablished the fact that two strands 
of wire used in constructing the 
mehcanism of the alarm clock tim- 
ing device were similar to ^sam- 
ple of wire found in the suspect's 
workshop. 

' In his investigation, Professor 
Wilson employed ihe same tech- 
nique used by police scientists in 
identifying fired bullets.

This is believed lo be the first time 
in the history of police science that 
photomicrographs have been used 
in the investigation of implements 
other than bullets. 

By means of this comparison.

As a result of the evidence ob- 
tained by the Northwestern scien- 
tists, the suspects u'erc convicted 
and sentenced to the pcnitentiarv. 
The admissibility of the evidence 
was recently upheld by the Supreme 
court of Illinois y;hich sustained the 
trial court's conviction.

Carl J. Weinman of the Grasshopper 
Control of the U S. Department of 
Agriculture was in the county last 
week and found a large quantity of 
grasshoppers present in alfalfa and red 
clover. These arcr apt to move to the 
next field or injure the new growth of 
clover. These arc apt to move to the 
the adjoining field the grasshoppers 
are apt to go in and do much damage. 
He recommended that a strip of uncut 
alfalfa or clover, a few feet wide, be 
left in order that these grasshoppers 
can go in there. This will serve as a 
trap and then bait these strips several 
times after the grasshoppers have been 
concentrated in them. It might be 
well to bait the margins of those cut 
fields on the sides joining soybeans or 
corn.
